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Continuation of (7): With respect to the javadoc tool and Applicant's argument that Javadoc was not part of the execution environment, 
Examiner disagrees, noting that at time of the instant invention, Sun Microsystems (the inventor of Java) inherently included the javadoc 
tool as part of the developers kit that one of ordinary skill in the art would have needed to obtain in order to develop and execute Java 
software. Thus, even holding to Applicant's strict interpretation that javadoc is not actually a component of a Java virtual machine, it would 
still necessarily be in the possession of anyone implementing the Monden invention and one of ordinary skill in the art could have plausibly 
thought to use the javadoc tool in its ordinary capacity to implement that portion of the claim langauge. (See the enclosed "Javadoc FAQ" 
reference, pages 5-6, question A1). 

With regards to the remaining claim language, to the best of Examiner's understanding the second association recited in the claim language 
appears only to undo the obfuscation that was generated by an unspecified component that produced the first association. Since the 
software obfusctaed by Valdez's disclosed tool must still be executable even after the code has been executed by the execution 
environment, thus it would seem to read on at least the broadest reasonable interpretation of the claim langauge. 
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
